VICTORY TAX 


Special Notice to Clerks and Those 
Responsible for Reporting Victory 
Tax to Government 


Clerks and those responsible for re- 
porting the Victory Tax should con- 
tact the Collector of Internal Revenue 
in their respective states or districts 
so that they may secure the proper 
forms for making out their returns. 
Definite instructions as to the way 
the returns should be filled out are 
given on the forms. A return should 
be made out and the tax paid on or 
before the last day of the month fol- 
lowing the close of each of the quar- 
ters, ending March 31, June 30, Sep- 
tember 30, and December 31. 


Your banker will be able to give you 
the address of the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue in your district or 
state. After you have secured the 
proper address, write for the forms, 
and then sometime during April make 
out your return and pay the tax for 
the quarter that has just passed. 
Then in July make out the return 
and pay the tax for the second quar- 
ter, etc—J. H. Walker, General Over- 
seer.

OW many kinds of letters can 

you name? After you have enum- 
erated as many as you can—business 
letters, personal letters, love letters, 
friendly letters, sales letters, ad in- 
finitum—add one more—“living let- 
ters.” 

From consideration of the text 
it is evident that some minister- 
ing brethren who had visited Corinth, 
among whom was Apollos, had 
brought with them “epistles of com- 
mendation.” “And when he was dis- 
posed to pass into Achaia, the breth- 
ren wrote, exhorting the disciples to 
receive him,” Acts 18:27. While Paul 
found no fault with this practice, he 
argued that such was unnecessary for 
him when he should return to Cor- 
inth. For he states, “Ye are our epis- 
tles.” To him they were a very pre- 
cious epistle, written in his heart, al- 
though read and known of all men. 

THE CORINTHIAN CHURCH 

The Corinthian church, therefore, 
was his recommendation. They had 
been begotten through his preaching 
of the gospel. 1 Cor. 4:15. Thus they 
were very near to him and the tie of 
affection between them was very 
strong. Here is the way Paul felt 
toward them, “Ye are in our hearts 
to die and live with you,” 2 Cor. 7:3. 
What better recommendation could 
anyone want? Just as a physician’s 
greatest advertisement and recom- 
mendation is the patients he has 
cured, so the minister’s chief creden- 
tials is the work he has and is doing. 

Beyond question this was true of 
the Corinthians. When we realize 
what they were before the visit of the 
humble Christian missionary, we 
marvel at the grace that wrought so 
radical a change. But notice what 
they had been: “Know ye not that 
the unrighteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God? Be not deceived: 
neither fornicators nor idolators, nor 
adulterers, nor effeminate, nor abus- 
ers of themselves with mankind, nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, 
nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall in- 
herit the kingdom of God. And such 
were some of you.” 1 Cor. 6:9-11. Not 
very many of the Corinthians had 
been the elite of society, for out of 
Corinth very few such had accepted 
Paul’s message and his Christ. “For 
ye see your calling, brethren, how 
that not many wise men after the 
flesh, not many mighty, not many 
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noble are called,” 1 Cor. 1:26. Corinth 
was such a wicked city in Paul’s day 
that in common parlance that name 
stood for everything low and base. 
Yet out of that city the marvelous 
transforming power of the gospel had, 
through the preaching of Paul, 
wrought wonders, and the people had 
been washed, sanctified and justified, 
1 Cor. 6:11. Little wonder then that 
Paul needed no recommendation to 
return to Corinth. Those Christians 
were his testimonial. 
EPISTLES OF CHRIST 

They were an epistle oj Christ. 
(V. 3.) Christ was the author of this 
letter, because He is the Savior, and 
had wrought the changes in their 
lives. In the world’s vast libraries are 
the writings of sages who have left 
their footprints on the sands of time. 
By their writings they have perpetu- 
ated their memories and their influ- 
ence. But a most interesting fact 
about Jesus, one which many have 
observed, is this: while He is conceded 
to have been the world’s greatest 
teacher, and while multiplied vol- 
umes have been written about Him, 
He never wrote a book nor a poem.

“Do we begin again to commend 
ourselves? or need we, as some oth- 
ers, epistles of commendation to 
you, or letters of commendation 
from you? Ye are our epistle writ- 
ten in our hearts, known and read 
of all men. Forasmuch as ye are 
manifestly declared to be the epis- 
tle of Christ, ministered by us, 
written not with ink, but with the 
Spirit of the living God; not in 
tables of stone, but in fleshly 
tables of the heart,” 2 Cor. 3:1-3. 


How pleased the reading world would 
be just for a few lines of the Master’s 
writings! 

But He has written and is still 
writing today! To Him who flung the 
worlds into space and who has de- 
clared His will and purposes in the 
starry heavens, books and parch- 
ments would be too cramped and nar- 
row. He writes His autobiography in- 
to lives, on the hearts of men, men 
like the Corinthians and like you and 
me. 

It seems that God is not content 
with the writing of silent epistles, 
such as those which have been in- 
spired by the Holy Spirit, and which 
appear in the Bible. Too few people 
stop to read them, so He has placed 
in the world “living letters.” These 











‘letters move about among all classes 


of men, the great, the small, the aver- 
age, the worthy and the undeserving 
—ever beheld and ever read. So anx- 
ious is He to have men know of His 
redeeming and preserving powers. 
How honored are men to receive such 
writings! 

And surely it is an honored privi- 
lege to be such an epistle. To be so,

the law of the Lord must be written 
in our hearts, and that is the work 
of the Divine Writer. Israel had the 
law on tables of stone, but unfortun- 
ately it failed to get into their hearts. 
Therefore it was prophesied, “I will 
write it in their hearts,” Jer. 31:33. 
Sometimes there may be blots, 
smears and inkspots, but be sure that 
is not His writing, but rather our own 
selfish scrawlings. 


LIVING LETTERS 


Living letters are written by a 
spiritual process. “Not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living God.” 
Paul’s ordinary writing was done with 
ink and pen, but the application of 
the truth he preached was effected 
by the Spirit of God. It is He, the 
Mighty Convictor, who writes the 
truth in burning letters into the 
hearts of hearers. 

It is easy to read His writings. “As 
in nature we see the hand of God— 
the rose, the rainbow, the sunset—so 
in the redeemed, it is easy to trace 
the handwriting of the Spirit.” It is 
not unusual for someone to express 
astonishment at the radical changes 
he observes in the general deport- 
ment of the redeemed. It is because 
they see traces of the divine nature, 
the indelible writings of the Spirit. 

Living letters are always legible, 
and the most convincing, most per- 
suasive form of God’s writings. Be- 
cause, as Tennyson said, “things seen 
are mightier than things heard.” 


THE WORLD’S BIBLE 


“The Christian is the world’s Bible.” 
So said D. L. Moody, adding that, “In 
many cases a revised version is need- 
ed.” Every Christian life, every living 
letter, tells something of its author. 
In his writings there is variation of 
style—no two exactly alike—but each 
one demonstrates something of the 
personality of Christ. It witnesses of

1 from the regular shipping line to- 
day and wheeled it into the company 
guest hall where it was tapped for 
officials and guests in honor of a 
record production. The total for 
eleven months this year exceeded that 
of any previous twelve months.

British Warship Losses 

Christian Observer reports that 
Lord Bruntisfield, parliamentary sec- 
retary to the Admiralty, told the 
House of Lords March 5 that Great 
Britain has lost 416 warships during 
the war. Lord Bruntisfield gave this 
breakdown of Britain’s naval losses: 
Forty-four submarines, five capital 
ships, seven aircraft carriers, ninety- 
four destroyers, fourteen corvettes, 
one monitor, eight sloops, twenty-two 
minesweepers, one hundred fifty-six 
trawlers, fourteen drifters, one mine- 
layer, three yachts, five gunboats, and 
three cutters. The implication is that 
this is far less than has been inflicted 
on the enemy. 
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WASHINGTON, March 30 — The 
number of young children in the 
average American family is declining. 

The census bureau reported today 
that 1940 statistics showed nearly half 
the 35,100,000 families in the United 
States had no children under eighteen 
years of age, while only 15 per cent 
had three or more children. 

“The declining number of young 
children in the average family is 
shown,” the bureau said, “by the fact 
that 65.9 per cent of the families in 
1940 had no children under ten years 
old, as compared with 58.8 per cent 
in 1930. 

“Families with three or more chil- 
dren under ten years old represented 
6.4 per cent of all families in 1940, 
as’ compared with 10.2 per cent in 
1930.” 

Urban families generally included 
fewer dependent children than rural 
families, the report showed. Families 
having no children under eighteen 
constituted 53 per cent of the urban 
families, 46.5 per cent of the rural- 
non-farm families and 39.4 per cent 
of the rural farm families in 1940. 

The corresponding figures for fam- 
ilies with three or more children were 
11.2 per cent, 17.2 per cent and 25.6 
per cent, respectively.

Danish Church Resistance 
Increases 


A report coming out of London 
states that Rev. Gunner Engberg “has 
served notice that his organization 
and other Danish youth movements 
will oppose the Government if injus- 
tice continues.” “The Danish Y. M. 
C. A.,” he said, “will fearlessly and 
enthusiastically support the concep- 
tion that YES means YES, that prom- 
ises must be kept, that justice must 
be dispensed to men and women, Jews 
and Scandinavians alike.” “It is the 
Government who decides how policy 
must be interpreted. Will the Govern- 
ment tell the truth, keep promises, 
treat all on an equal basis, let justice 
and not brutal force reign?” If not, 
the Danish Y.M.C.A. and the entire 
Christian Youth Movement will lead 
the other youth movements in oppos- 
ing the Government, and others will 
follow. The Government must realize 
that. It looks like Hitler is in for 


-more trouble. These are days when 


men must and are taking a stand for 
Christ and His church. God will have 
His martyrs and antichrist will have 
his opposers. 


Church Policy and War 
Hon. Ralph A. Gamble, of New York, 
speaking before the House of Repre- 
sentatives March 4, 1943, quoted the 


American Council of Christian 
Churches as having pledged them- 
selves on September 29 by adopting a 
public resolution to the extent that 
“The American Council of Christian 
Churches pledges its undying opposi- 
tion to all forms of totalitarisms, 
whether they be Nazis, Fascists, or 
Communists, and affirmed its alleg- 
iance to the principles of democratic, 
representative government, as ex- 
pressed in the Constitution of the 
United States. The American Council 
consists of about 350,000 members. 
The Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in the United States adopted 
the following resolution: ‘“‘We are con- 
vinced beyond any room for doubt 
that the external conditions will be 
vastly more favorable working for 
Christian social objectives in the 
event of the military success of the 
United Nations than in the event of 
their defeat * * no thoughtful Chris- 
tian, therefore, can be indifferent to 
the outcome of the war,” Mr. Gamble 
quoted Federal Council as saying. 

May I here add that the church is 
“the salt of the earth” and except for 
this institution of power and preser- 
vation we would have nothing worthy 
ot defending.

Cigarettes 


The editor of Moody Monthly, writ- 
ing concerning “rationing,” states 
that, “It seems as if everything has 
been rationed except beer and whis- 
ky and cigarettes. Strange how it is 
working out! A paragraph in a busi- 
ness periodical, talking about the 
sugar situation, says, ‘Labor shortages 
threaten to reduce domestic produc- 
tion sharply.’ Yet another news item 
Says: ‘Cigarette smokers received 
welcome tidings from the Govern- 
ment yesterday. With the industry’s 
supplies of labor and materials ade- 
quate, the WPB said there was no 
reason for a cut in production, which 
reached the record total of 236,000,- 
000,000 cigarettes in 1942.’ Why in the 
name of common sense should there 
be a labor shortage in the production 
of sugar, and no labor shortage in the 
production of cigarettes? So far the 
only lines not adversely affected by 
Government restrictions seem to be 
the booze, beer, and cigarette inter- 
ests, night clubs, and the movie in- 
dustry.

FALLING AWAY 

There is a book recently off the 
press, entitled “The Belief of Seven 
Hundred Ministers,” in which is 
denied the virgin birth and also the 
visible return of the Lord. North- 
western University took a census of 
the belief of 1,300 ministers and five 
seminaries, asking the following ques- 
tions: (1) Do you believe in the vir- 
gin birth of Christ? Nineteen per cent 
of the ministers and forty-one per 
cent of the students said no. (2) Do 
you believe that it was necessary for 
the Son of God to die on the cross 
for the remission of sins? Twenty- 
four per cent of the ministers and 
sixty per cent of the student body 
gave a negative reply. (3) Do you be- 
lieve in the resurrection of the body? 
Thirty-three per cent of the ministers 
and sixty-nine per cent of the student 
body replied that they did not. (4) 
Do you believe in the visible second 
coming of Christ and His millennial 
reign? Forty-nine per cent of the 
ministers and seventy-five per cent 
of the students denied both. 

A QUESTION 

I am wondering what those fellows 
are going to preach about, for they 
have denied the very gist of the gos- 
pel—the saving power of the blood 
and the redemption of the body. 
With such a large per cent of gross 
tainisterial error ahead of us, the 
Church of the future is facing chaos. 
C.en now, with all of our evangelistic 
campaigns and missionary efforts, 
there are two hundred million more 
heathens in the world than there 
were a hundred years ago. Yet in the 
face of all that, some of our preach- 
ers are placidly looking forward to a 


world-wide revival to sweep 
in the millennium without 
God troubling Himself to 
pour out His wrath on the 
world in the form of the 
great tribulation. But our 
Lord said, “As it was in the 

days of Noe, so shall it be also in the 

days of the Son of man. They did 

eat, they drank, they married wives, 

they were given in marriage, until 

the day that Noe entered into the 

ark, and the flood came, and de- 
stroyed them all.” What a true pic- 
ture of today, when the divorce courts 
are grinding out divorces nearly as fast 
as the ministers are performing mar- 
riages! A leading newspaper in Dau- 
ville, France, stated that nudity, gam- 
bling and the wearing of costly jew- 
elry were being displayed as never 
before just previous to the invasion 
of France by Hitler. 

And think of the distress of na- 
tions now upon the earth! Never has 
there been a time like this when war- 
fare so nearly encircled the globe. 
Our leaders know not which way to 
turn or what move to make.

They would wander on top of high 
hills, build little wooden gods and 
worship them, and vex the God of 
Israel and grieve His Holy Spirit. Still 
God held His peace and refrained 
Himself. 


Then the time came that God sent 
forth His Son, born of a woman, made 
under the law to redeem them that 
were under the law. (Gal. 4:4, 5.) Yes, 
the Word was made flesh and dwelt 
among us, and for thirty-three years 
and six months He walked the face 
of this earth. Three and one-half 
years of that time He spent minister- 
ing unto the people. He never harmed 
a living soul. He went about doing 
good, but the people said, “He is an 
imposter. Away with him!” They 
whipped Him until the blood ran down 
His back and congealed. They placed 
a crown of thorns on His head and He 
never returned a word. 

He didn’t stand that in order to get 
His name in the headlines of the pa- 
per, or to make a name for Himself. 
But we hear Isaiah’s voice down 
through the ages telling us He was 
wounded for our _ transgressions, 
bruised for our iniquities. The chas- 
tisement of peace was upon Him and 
with His stripes we are healed. And 
remember the text. All this time God 
sat on the throne in glory and held 


His peace and refrained Himself. 
Then one day after the Son of God 
had arisen with victory over death, 
hell, and the grave, He led them out 
to Bethany, was parted from them 
and ascended into heaven. But before 
leaving, He promised to pray the Fa- 
ther and He would send the good 
Holy Ghost to comfort the hearts of 
all who would receive Him. Alas, as 
in every other dispensation, they turn 
it down and mock and scoff, and for 
nineteen hundred years God has sat 
on the throne in this dispensation and 
watched men turn His glory into 
shame. (Psalm 4:2.) 

And at last He is going to do some- 
thing about it. We go now to Isaiah 
34:1, 2, “Come near, ye nations, to 
hear; and hearken ye people: let the 
earth hear, and all things that come 
forth out of it. For the indignation of 
the Lord is upon all nations, and his 
fury upon all their armies: he hath 
utterly destroyed them, he hath de- 
livered them to the slaughter.” 

Brother, I want you to notice that 
God said all nations, and He had de- 
livered them all to the slaughter. None 
will be spared in this conflict. We go 
now to Isaiah 13:11, “I will punish 
the world for their evil, and the 
wicked for their iniquities.’” Now to 
verse 15, “Every one that is found 
shall be thrust through.” Verse 16, 
“Their children also shall be dashed 
to pieces before their eyes.” Verse 18, 
“Their bows also shall dash the young 
men to pieces; and they shall have no 
pity on the fruit of the womb; their 
eyes shall not spare children.” That 
is the difference in this war and the 
rest of them. Even twenty years ago, 
in World War I, they would move out 
women and children and old men, but 
today truly their eyes do not spare 
children. 

We could go on and on, but space 
will not permit. Surely the coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh. We are ful- 
filling Joel’s prophecy—beating our 
plowshares into swords and pruning 
hooks into spears. But let us look up. 
It will not be long until the situation 
will be reversed.

“All we like sheep have gone astray,” - 


Isa. 53:6. “For all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God,” Rom.

“And behold, they 
brought to him a man _ sick of the 
palsy, lying on a bed: and Jesus said 
to the sick of the palsy; Son, be of 
good cheer; thy SINS be forgiven 
thee.” Matt. 9:2. The scribes thought 
Jesus was doing things He had no 
right to do, but He gave them to 
understand He had power to forgive 
sins while on earth. Then, if having 
our sins forgiven or saving us is all 
the Lord does for us, as many claim, 
and He could save without dying, why 
did He die the cruel death on the 
cross? 


Again, in Luke 7, He told a woman 
that was a sinner heretofore, “Thy 
faith has saved thee; go in peace.” 
She had made peace with her Lord. 
Paul tells us in Romans 5:1, “There- 
fore being justified by faith we have 
peace with God.” You and I know 
when the Lord spoke peace to our 
hearts and saved us.

Again we refer 
you to the Bible, Heb. 13:12, 13, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate.

But whom did He shed His blood to 
sanctify? “By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering of

If and 
when, however, any part of the Vic- 
tory Tax should be returned to you, 
it would then became an income and 
you would be expected to pay tithes 
on it, just as you would on any other 
income.—J. H. Walker, General Over- 
seer.

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VITAMINIZED RELIGION

Text: Acts 1:8 


E HAVE all become vitamin con- 

scious in the last year or so be- 
cause of the constant use of that 
queer little word by the health au- 
thorities, bakeries, cereal manufactur- 
ers and many others who seek to sell 
us on their particular product because 
of the vitamin content claimed for 
their wares. This has all come about 
since the discovery of the importance 
the vitamin has in the human diet. 
The absence or presence of the min- 
ute, unseen particle so named seems 
to have all to do as to the good de- 
rived from the food consumed by the 
human body. Science has found that 
it is a nitrogenous substance of which 
a minute quantity is absolutely essen- 
tial to the nourishment of men, ani- 
mals and plants. It is a wonderful 
thing that we can get our daily quota 
of this essential element into our 
bodies simply by eating so many slices 
of enriched bread or a bowlful of the 
certain kind of cereal that is also en- 
riched with the particular kind we 
may need. 

There is one thing certain about the 
religion of the disciples of Christ 
prior to the occasion immediately fol- 
lowing in detailed account in the lo- 
cation of our text. That is this— 
there was something else needed, 
something was lacking, something 
that was essential to the spiritual 
strength of man’s religion. It is our 
firm conviction that what their need 
was and how it was bountifully sup- 
plied came in the glorious outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost. Their 
religion became “vitaminized” in this 
great enrichment by the Spirit. 

Do we not see a great need for an 
enriching, vitaminizing, power-sup- 
plying force in men’s lives today? One 
may say we need. power-filled 
churches. That is true, but the secret 
of a power-filled church lies altogeth- 
er in the power-filled lives of the 
members of the said church. There is 
no such thing as a powerless church 
that is full of power-filled members. 


THE INDISPENSABLE 


One thing we must never do is to 
forget the role that the Holy Ghost 
has always had in the working of the 
religion of the Bible. Only a look at 
the lives of the disciples before Pen- 
tecost will convince us that the won- 
derful experience they received there 
transformed them from irritable, self- 
seeking, jealous-hearted, weak-heart- 
ed, and denying men into ‘bold and 
fearless preachers of the gospel of the 
kingdom. Just as surely as it did this 


for these who were men of like pas-° 


sions as we are, so will it transform 
your life into the channel of blessing 
you have longed for. Men have made 
the terrible mistake of trying to sub- 
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stitute this power-giving source with 
every conceivable device under the sun 
in the name of religion. The result is 
seen with the dwindling of the inter- 
est as soon as the scheme comes to an 
end. You will note that the situation 
will remain as such until such a time 
as another one is fell upon. Oh, may 
we learn to give proper place to the 
Spirit of God! 
RESULTS ASSURED 

When the Holy Ghost is given 
proper recognition in our revival 
meetings, we will see the results of 
His wooing, seeking, searching and 
drawing power on the hearts of the 
unsaved. Too many times we depend 
on the sadness of the closing story 
of the preacher or the pleading of the 
song or a similar feature of the serv- 
ice all within itself to be suffiicent 
to get someone to accept Christ. 
These are all good but they must sure- 
ly be empowered by the precious Spirit 
from heaven to ever avail unto the 
saving of souls. Too, we see some who 
depend on the style of the delivery of 
sermons by the revivalist as to wheth- 
er a soul-saving campaign can or 
cannot be had. To some he must be 
active, to others he must be reserved, 
when really it matters none at all 
if only we are sure that the Holy 
Ghost is being given full sway in the 
messages.

Oh, that we could trust in 
Him more to drive home the minis- 
ter’s message or the truth contained 
in the song or testimony. Surely if we 
will but let Him, He will take sacred 
truths into His bow of love and as an 
arrow of holy conviction drive them 
into the hearts of unregenerated souls. 
Let us believe the Spirit will attend 
the services, He will work with hearts, 
empower the songs, and enrich the 
message. We do not need an angel to 
preach or a heavenly host to do the 
Singing. All we need today to be a 
success for God is to have faith in the 
Spirit of God that He will be a pulpit 
companion, a fellow-chorister, and 
that He will add just the right touch 
to the sinful heart to cause a rebirth 
of souls at our altars.

N Monday, March 1, 1943, at 9:15 

a. m., Dr. Myers passed through 

the triumphal archway of death; 

passed from the limited metes and 

bounds of this little earth to take his 

place in the boundless affairs of the 

eternal universe. “For he 

hath prepared for them a 
city.” 

Dr. Myers was born in Illi- 
nois on July 11, 1871, but his 
family moved to Nebraska 
while he was still a little 
boy. They settled on the 
frontier, and according to 
Dr. Myers’ stories, it was a 
part of his job to fight the 
Indians with his toy gun. 


It was in this early settle- 
ment in Nebraska that Dr. 
Myers became extremely in- 
terested in medicine and 
surgery, and began his min- 
istry to the sick and suf- 
fering. He always found a 
cure for the dog, the cat, 
the horse, or the cow that was 
stricken with a disease or severely 
wounded. When only nine years 
old, “little Willie’ devised and 
administered a treatment for blood 
poison that has saved many lives 
since. His father, however, insist- 
ed that the farm afforded oppor- 
tunities for a great future and Dr. 
Myers did not begin his study of 
medicine until he was married and 
had a home of his own. In his early 
thirties he entered the Lincoln Medi- 
cal College. His children can still re- 
call the long and countless hours he 
spent studying to equip himself to 
enter the profession he loved. After 
they were tucked into bed, the light 
in the living room burned on, and 
mother helped dad with the difficult 
lessons. 
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coln Medical College. After doing 
graduate work in medicine at the 
Cook’s County Hospital in Chicago, 
Dr. Myers opened a private hospital 
in Wyoming. It was here that he lost 
his right arm in an automobile acci- 
dent. One cold, blizzardy night he 
went on a case miles and miles back 
in the mountains. The car skidded on 
the icy trail, went over the embank- 





Myers was thrown 
against a boulder. The brave doctor’s 
shoulder was crushed, but he climbed 
into the wrecked car, which, fortun- 
ately, was not completely demoiished, 
and drove the eighty miles to his 
home. As soon as he had recovered 


ment, and Dr. 


sufficiently from the amputation, 
which was necessary, he returned to 
his hospital and continued the great 
work he had begun. A renewed zeal 
for living a life of service, and a grim 
determination to succeed took the 
place of the lost arm. Dr. Myers per- 
formed many serious operations after 
this misfortune befell him. 

From Wyoming he moved to Florida 
where he operated a private hospital 
for eighteen years. But he became 
homesick for the West and went to 
New Mexico. He practiced medicine

there until his health failed him in 
the summer of 1941. He became in- 
terested in the Church of God at Hot 
Springs, New Mexico, and began to 
seek for the Holy Ghost. After seek- 
ing one and a half years for the bless- 
ing, he received that wonderful ex- 
perience on November 10, 1939. He 
was ordained a minister in the Church 
of God shortly after receiving the 
Holy Ghost. In the autumn of 1941 he 
came to Sevierville with his daughter, 
Dora P. Myers, who was employed by 
the Bible Training School and Col- 
lege. Here Dr. Myers was happy, but 
not always contented. Though his 
physical strength had failed, within 
him surged the power to labor for 
mankind. But the influence 
of this great character -on 
the youth with whom he 
was associated here will no 
doubt bring greater results 
than if he had spent the 
last two years of his life in 
actual service. For what 
greater gift can the aged 
offer youth than the power- 
ful example of a beautiful 
life lived for others? 


“Some little grace, one kind- 
ly thought, 

One aspiration yet unfelt, 
one bit of courage; 

For the darkening sky, one 
gleam of faith 

Yo brave the thickening ills 
of life, 

One glimpse of brighter skies beyond 

the gathering mist, 
To make this life worth while, 
And heaven a surer heritage.” 


Thus he served us, and when his 
recompense—well earned and well be- 
stowed—is given, the achievements of 
his twilight years may yield returns 
as great as the labors which saved 
lives from dying or cured suffering 
bodies of dreadful diseases.

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Enoree Church Free of Debt 

Rev. J. W. Clevenger and his good 
wife and family have resided at En- 
oree, S. C., for the past twenty-five 
years.

Describing the raids on Jewish 
houses in Kislovodsk, the Russian 
press reveals that a number of Jew- 
ish families committed suicide by 
Slashing their veins in order to avoid 
seizure by the Nazis. Among them 
were several Jewish doctors from the 
Kislovodsk sanatorium, one of the 
most famous medical institutions in 
Russia.—Calif.
